A HALESOWEN charity is appeal¬ 
ing for businesses to help them out 
in a bid to raise much-needed 
funds. 

Black Country Food Bank, based on 
Little Cornbow, provides emergency 
supplies for people in crisis through 
their network of distribution centres 
across the region. 

The cash-strapped charity have 
recently stocked up on handy shopping 
bags in the hope of raising extra funds 
and need a presence in local shops. 

Bags are organic, ethically produced 
and will retail for a minimum £2 dona¬ 
tion, which will help the charity to con¬ 
tinue its work. 

Each one will be sold with a memo to 
jog shoppers’ memories of things they 
might need while they are out. 

The hope is that when people see the 
types of goods they need they will be 
inspired to pop an extra item in their 
shopping trolley to donate to the 
charity. 


Ruth Longville, volunteer fundrais¬ 
ing coordinator for Black Country Food 
Bank, said: “We think that we have got 
a great product, now we need local busi¬ 
nesses to step forward and help us get 
our bags onto the high street. 

“We are also appealing for basic sup¬ 
plies and are on the lookout for new col¬ 
lection points for donated goods. 

“We know that there is a lot of good 
will amongst local businesses and 
would be interested in speaking to 
anyone who could help.” 

Emergency 

In the past 12 months more than 
5,000 people have been fed by Black 
Country Food Bank with free three-day 
emergency supplies. 

The charity is run entirely by volun¬ 
teers at their eight distribution centres, 
based in Halesowen, Netherton, Brier- 
ley Hill, Stourbridge and Walsall.

Spy camera 
pledge for 
subway at 
bus station 

CENTRO have revealed that 
Stourbridge’s main subway will 
undergo a complete makeover as 
part of the towns’ £7 million 
project. 

The new Stourbridge Interchange, 
which will replace the old bus station 
stands, will also see the existing 
adjacent subway through to the 
town centre partly demolished, re¬ 
built and re-aligned so that it 
emerges within the new concourse. 

The underpass which will run 
from Foster Street will feature 
CCTV, improved lighting and new 
tiling. It will also lead into a new 
covered walkway which will provide 
a sheltered link to the rail station. 

A Centro spokesman said: “The 
safety and well-being of passengers 
is paramount which is why CCTV 
and new lighting is being installed to 
ensure that people have as pleasant 
and as safe an environment as possi¬ 
ble when using the subway and the 
interchange itself. 

“The site will also feature help 
points and an internal public 
address system, plus toilets and an 
electronic passenger information 
boards which we are confident will 
ensure passengers using the inter¬ 
change find it a positive experience.” 

Colourful night 
for flower club

Mystery at pub’s 
sudden closure 

ABOUT 25 workers have lost their 
jobs after a Kingswinford pub myste¬ 
riously closed. Workers at the Mount 
Pleasant said they had been left “in 
limbo” by the sudden closure. 

Marstons Brewery, which oper¬ 
ates the pub in Cot Lane, declined to 
say what had happened to the previ¬ 
ous tenant. But bosses said they 
were looking for a new person to take 
the helm.

NEARLY 200 people gathered in 
Dudley to remember those who lost 
their lives during the Holocaust. 
Dudley College students organised 
the event at the Broadway campus 
last Friday to tie in with national 
Holocaust Memorial Day, commemo¬ 
rated on January 27 this year. 


D iscussions are 

underway as to 
whether a Black 
Country day care service for 
pensioners can be salvaged 
after the existing council- 
funded service was 
scrapped. 

The Regis, on Reddal Hill Road, 
Old Hill, catered for 30 elderly 
people every day, offering them a 
variety of activities, as well as hot 
drinks, meals and a chance to 
socialise. 

Pensioners who use the service, 
most of them from Old Hill and 
Cradley Heath, will now be ferried five 
miles away to West Bromwich-based 
Manifoldia Grange. 


Regis owners Tony Billingham and 
Carole Jenkins say the move was a 
cost-cutting measure and that Mani¬ 
foldia Grange would offer people fewer 
activities, a claim Sandwell Council 
disputed. 

Mr Billingham, who co-owns Hale¬ 
sowen-based care homes business- 
Carlton Care Group with Mrs Jenkins, 
said he hopes to continue the service as 
a private venture with his business 
partner. 

He said the decision to close the 
current social services-led service at a 
week’s notice came as a shock, as 
although the existing contract had 
expired they believed it would still run 
until March. 

It left some people at the Regis in 
tears at the thought of having to travel 
to West Bromwich instead of staying 
in Old Hill. 

“I was there the other day when

social services explained to the elderly 
people they would not be coming to 
The Regis any more and many of them 
were in tears,” said Mr Billingham. 

“One gentleman in his 90s thought I 
was someone from the council and said 
he did not know whether to shake my 
hand or wring my neck. This really 
took us by surprise. 

Package 

“A week’s notice hasn’t given us time 
to catch our breath; we knew the con¬ 
tract had expired but we didn’t know 
for sure when it would close,” he 
added. 

Day care users at the Regis were 
picked up from their own homes and 
would spend around six hours chatting 
and taking part in activities such as 


quizzes and sing-alongs. Mr Billing- 
ham said the service made a big differ¬ 
ent to peoples’ everyday lives and he 
would look into continuing it, although 
The Regis couldn’t afford to run it vol¬ 
untarily. 

“It’s at the stage of deciding whether 
it’ll be just for elderly people, or for 
people suffering with dementia as 
well,” he said. 

“It’s a big problem because it’s diffi¬ 
cult to combine the two and we’d need 
a lot more staff. 

“We’re taking advice and we’ll make 
a decision soon.” 

He added that users would have to 
pay for the service themselves, 
although they may be able to receive 
direct payment from the council if an 
assessment proved they needed day 
care as part of an agreed social care 
package. 

Sandwell Council had initially said 


they wouldn’t be continuing their part¬ 
nership with the Regis on January 17. 

Council cabinet member for adult 
social care, Councillor Linda Horton, 
said she believed Manifoldia Grange- 
would be able to offer a wide range of 
personalised activities to the pension¬ 
ers. 

“Some efficiencies will be achieved 
through loss of rental payments and 
staffing rationalisation by locating the 
day service within an existing service 
provision,” Councillor Horton added. 

“All day service users will be col¬ 
lected and transported to the new 
venue at no additional cost. 

“There has been extensive consulta¬ 
tion over several months with users of 
the day service. 

“A letter to each individual day 
service user was sent out last week to 
formally confirm the service is trans¬ 
ferring to Manifoldia Grange.”

Tatters bugles 
spark protests 


COMPLAINTS over the 
noise of the traditional 
bugles used by rag-and- 
bone men in Dudley 
have shot up. 

The council has received 
25 complaints in less than 
three months, compared to 
just 16 between May and 
November last year. 

This means the average 
number of complaints each 
month has increased from 
just over two to just over 
eight — four times as many. 

Council bosses said offi¬ 
cers were issuing warnings 
to tatters who break the 
rules, reminding them that 
the instruments are 


banned. The increase in 
complaints follows a deci¬ 
sion to classify the bugle as 
“noise disturbance”. 

Former scrap collector 
Jim Holland, who stood 
unsuccessfully as a Tory 
candidate in the 1992 
General Election for 
Dudley East, said the bugle 
played an important role to 
those in the business. 

“The bugle was always a 
good way of making people 
aware that you are in the 
area,” he said. 

“Once you start com¬ 
plaining about noise pollu¬ 
tion, you could bring into 
question traffic, car horns 
and all kinds of sounds.” 


Grin and bear it, residents told Laughter tour 
over roadworks rat run protest theatre group 


FURIOUS residents have failed in 
their year-long campaign to stop 
drivers using a rat run to avoid road¬ 
works in Dudley. 

No action will be taken at Oakham Road 
despite claims that lives are being put at 
risk. Locals say the street is clogged with 
cars during the morning and evening rush 
hours since major works began at Burnt 
Tree island. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell 
cabinet member for highways, said the 
issue was not a priority and residents 
would just have to wait until the roadworks 
were completed. 

Sheila Jones, aged 62, of Oakham Road, 
said: “I can’t believe nothing is being done 


about this. We were under the impression 
that hopefully something would be done 
soon. Now we may as well give up.” 

Mrs Jones added: “The road is either so 
busy it’s dangerous to cross, or the cars are 
speeding so fast you take your life in your 
hands.” 

Responsible 

Campaigners say the increase in traffic 
is putting lives at risk. 

A “speed visor”, which flashes the 
number 30 when it detects a car is breaking 
the limit, has been erected. 

But residents claim it has had no effect 
as drivers simply ignore it. They want 
speed cameras, road humps or chicanes to 
be installed. Sandwell Council is responsi¬ 


ble for any work that would be carried out 
on the road, rather than Dudley Council. 

Councillor Rowley said: “The Burnt Tree 
works have caused problems on a lot of 
roads in the area and there’s not a lot we 
can do. 

“There are no plans to do any work on 
Oakham Road, and it’s a case of residents 
having to wait until the roadworks are fin¬ 
ished.” 

The £12.3 million scheme to install 
traffic lights on the A4123 Birmingham 
New Road at Burnt Tree and remove the 
island began in August 2009 and is 
expected to finish this summer. 

Queues have also been building up in 
nearby streets including Dixons Green 
Road. 


A BLACK Country theatre group is taking 
its best-loved characters on the road next 
month for a comedy show tour.

Shows will also be held at Stourbridge 
Town Hall on March 4, Birmingham’s Cres¬ 
cent Theatre on March 5, The Old Post 
Office, Wednesbury, on March 18 and 
Oldbury’s Barlow Playhouse on March 24. 
The tour will conclude at the Hardwicke 
Theatre, Thorns Community College, 
Quarry Bank, on March 31 and April 1. 


Lollicams help reduce 
speeding near schools 


LOLLICAMS used by crossing wardens to film bad driving have helped 
to halve reports of speeding near schools in Dudley, council chiefs claim. 
Dudley Council was the first in the West Midlands to fit lollipop signs 
with hidden cameras so drivers who put crossing wardens, schoolchild¬ 
ren and parents in danger could be punished. 

Two signs have been in use at unnamed sites since the start of the school year 
in September 2008. Council chiefs say the number of reported incidents in the 
12 months prior to the introduction of the cameras was 14. 

These have since reduced to eight and nine reports respectively over the two years. The 
authority is yet to bring in any prosecutions of drivers, but officials say the scheme is 
aimed mainly as a deterrent.Dudley Council spokesman Phil Parker said: “We are 
pleased to report that since the introduction of the cameras we are beginning to see a drop 
in the number of incidents involving crossing patrols near our schools in the borough. 

“Anecdotally, individual 


patrols have commented on 
an improvement in driver 
behaviour since the intro¬ 
duction of the cameras and 
signage. 

“They were introduced as 
a deterrent and have helped 
raise awareness of the 
highway laws to ensure the 
safety of all pedestrians, 
including school children. 

“Primarily, the aim of the 
campaign is to make the 
highways safer for children 
to encourage more to walk to 
school safely.” 

Vertical 

The cameras, which cost 
£1,000, are rotated on a 
regular basis to areas where 
there have been difficulties 
with drivers failing to obey 
highway laws. 

The tiny cameras point in 
two directions and can 
capture car details includ¬ 
ing registration plates. 

Footage is date and time 
stamped, but only viewed if 
an incident is reported. 

The cameras record if the 
signs are vertical for 19 
seconds, the time allowed 
for children to cross. 

The cameras have also 
been used in Wyre Forest 
district and were trialled at 
Stourport High School in 
July last year.

Halesowen’s smooth 
saxophone star Julian Smith, runner-up to Susan Boyle in 
2009 final, will play the Lichfield Garrick on Saturday, 
March 5. The music teacher has now signed to Birming¬ 
ham-based company Big Bear Music. He is set to feature at 
some of this year’s summer festivals and is currently plan¬ 
ning to record his first album for Big Bear. 

Disruption alert 
over gas mains 


RESIDENTS near a busy 
Stourbridge road are 
bracing themselves for 
traffic disruption when it is 
made one way for almost 
three weeks to allow gas 
mains replacement work to 
be carried out. 

Drivers will only be able 
to access Worcester Street 
off the town centre’s ring 
road between February 21 
and March 11. 

National Grid spokes¬ 
woman Jane Taylor said: 
“We are replacing gas mains 
that runs the whole length 
of the road. The old metal 
mains are being replaced 


the pipe in the road we can’t 
keep two lanes open.” 

The diversion route for 
northbound traffic is Heath 
Lane, Hagley Road, and 
Stourbridge ring road. 

Residents in Heath Street 
fear many motorists will try 
to dodge the Heath Lane 
diversion by travelling 
along their narrow road to 
reach the town centre. 

But Matt Ralph, licensee 
of the Shrubbery Cottage 
pub, in Heath Lane, said: 
“From my point of view it 
will bring more traffic past 
my pub and, hopefully more 
custom. It’s a busy road, but 


with a new plastic pipe and is quite free flowing because 
because of the position of you can’t park.” 


Staff run like wind to aid birds

FLAMINGOS at 
Dudley Zoo were 
nearly blown away 
as high winds buf¬ 
feted the Black 
Country. 

Zoo keepers 
were forced to herd 
the seven colourful 
birds inside to 
keep them from 
being swept away 
by the recent high 
winds which 
reached speeds of 
up to 25mph. 

The zoo’s head 
curator and “bird 
man” Matt Lewis, 
who lives on-site, 
said: “Although the 
flamingos wings 
have been clipped 
so they cannot fly, 
they can still glide, 
so we made the 
decision to put 
them in the inter¬ 
nal enclosure until 
the winds had died 
down.” 

He said staff had 
been questioned by 
disappointed visi¬ 
tors to the attrac¬ 
tion in Castle Hill, 
Dudley, who had 
hoped to see the 
flamingos outside. 

“We did have 
some visitors ask 
why they were not 
on display, but 
when we explained 
the situation 
everyone was fine,” 
he added. 

The birds have 
now returned to 
their outdoor 
enclosure. 
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Threat to 
vital help 
on debt 
problem 


A THOUSAND residents 
in Sandwell will miss out 
on vital debt counselling 
if government funding is 
cut and jobs are lost, the 
boss of the borough’s Cit¬ 
izens Advice Bureau has 
warned. 

Counsellors are dealing 
with £40 million of debt in 
the borough every year and 
give advice to around 1,000 
residents. 

However, a third of 
workers at the Citizens 
Advice Bureau have now 
been issued with letters 
informing them they are at 
risk of redundancy. 

John Davies, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of the Sandwell 
bureau, has warned that 
hundreds of residents could 
sink into further debt if the 
posts are removed and they 
do not have access to spe¬ 
cialist debt workers. 

Redundancy 

A total of five full-time 
workers, as well as two full¬ 
time and one part-time 
administration staff are 
expected to go in Sandwell if 
the government-funded 
Financial Inclusion Fund 
which pays for the posts is 
cut in March. 

Out of 60 staff, 23 people 
have been sent letters 
asking them to consider 
redundancy. 

Mr Davies said: “The 
Financial Inclusion Fund 
pay for a team of specialist 
debt workers who between 
them see 1,000 new people a 
year. 

“Dealing with debt has 
been problematic for a good 
few years, but over the last 
two to three years they have 
dealt with on average 
around £40m a year.” 

Safari park 
proposals 

AN African-themed coffee bar, 
children’s play area and a 
picnic tent are the latest 
improvements planned at a 
Midland tourist attraction. 

West Midland Safari Park 
in Bewdley has submitted pro¬ 
posals for the developments 
estimated to cost in the region 
of £80,000. 

As part of the scheme an 
existing outdated Cine-dome 
at the park will be demolished 
and the coffee bar and chil¬ 
dren’s play area built. Seating 
for around 100 people will also 
be installed around the bar 
area. 

The development will be 
made out of wood and is 
designed to fit in with a replica 
£300,000 African village cur¬ 
rently under construction at 
the park. 
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Rotarians help set up 
permanent memorial 


A POIGNANT memorial to four heroic Second 
World War airmen who died in France has 
been erected with help from Rotarians in 
Dudley. 

The airmen were returning from a bombing raid 
when their Bristol Beaufort was hit by German 
anti-aircraft fire over the city of Brest on the west 
coast of France on December 7, 1940. 

All four crew on board - its Canadian pilot and 
three British colleagues - were killed. 

The Rotary Club of Dudley has been with twinned 
with the Rotary Club of Brest-Cote des Legendes, in 
Brittany, for the past 30 years. 

To mark the 70th anniversary of the tragic flight, 
the French Rotarians asked the Black Country club 
help establish a permanent memorial to the fallen 
RAF crew. Research by the Dudley club has 


unearthed relatives of one of the airmen. Now they 
are appealing for the public’s help in tracing family 
for the other three. 

Six Rotarians crossed the English Channel for the 
unveiling of the monument after contributing cash 
to it. 

Village 

It has been erected close to where the four airmen 
were buried in the French village of Hopital Cam- 
frout. 

The crew were Flying Officer Hugh Mussenden, 
aged 23, from Canada, Wireless Operator Air 
Gunner, Sergeant John Pratt, from Grangetown, 
Wales, and Pilot Officer George Brooks, from Sussex 
and Air Gunner Sergeant Tom Eede, 35, from Ply¬ 
mouth. 


Weighty challenge boost 
for injured soldiers’ fund 


A FORMER Royal Marine is celebrating shedding the pounds after a 
diet driven by his desire to raise money for injured soldiers. Ex-com- 
mando Marty Phillips now enjoys nothing more than a good salad after 
putting a stop to fast food meals and up to six cans of lager a night. 

The 54-year-old, of Colman Hill Avenue, Halesowen, began piling on the 
pounds after a knee injury ended his military career in 1975. Around 13 opera¬ 
tions to his knees over the years left him struggling to do much exercise. 

But after reaching 20st 121b last September, Marty used the troops as his inspiration 
for starting a sponsored fitness kick. 

He has lost 391b - almost 3st — in five months through dieting and cutting the booze 

and is on the way to meeting 
his target loss of 6st by Sep¬ 
tember. Family and friends 
from his Cradley Heath 
weight loss group sponsored 
him in his mission and he 
has raised £ 1,018 in total for 
the Help Our Wounded 
charity, which helps 
wounded marines. 

“When you see what these 
marines are going through 
in Afghanistan, you want to 
do anything you can to help 
out,” he said. 

“It was one of the loves of 
my life being in the marines 
and I’d wanted to be in the 
forces for as long as I can 
remember.” 

Quit 


U-turn over closure of homes 

RESIDENTS and staff at three Sandwell care homes set to 
be closed down have been told they will remain open for at 
least a year. Sandwell Council is searching for a private 
operator to take on Grafton Lodge in Oldbury, Greenhaven 
Resource Centre in West Bromwich and Glebefields 
Resource Centre in Tipton, after plans to axe then were 
suspended. A report on progress made to identify an alter¬ 
native provider for care is due before the council in April. 

Business grant 
now abolished 


A FUND which has injected 
tens of millions of pounds 
into businesses throughout 
the West Midlands, safe¬ 
guarding or creating thou¬ 
sands of jobs, over the years 
has been axed. 

Doomed regional develop¬ 
ment agency Advantage 
West Midlands is no longer 
accepting applications for 
cash under the abolished 
Grant for Business Invest¬ 
ment scheme. 

Grants of between 
£10,000 and £2million were 
available to firms, predomi¬ 
nantly in the manufactur¬ 
ing sector, looking to “create 
new jobs or safeguard exist¬ 
ing ones which would other¬ 
wise be put at risk”. They 


were given to support 
expansion and investment 
by companies, providing 
between 15 and 35 per cent 
of the total revenue. 

The scheme is being 
scrapped alongside the 
move to axe regional devel¬ 
opment agencies, giving out 
cash. The Government 
claims “exceptional cases” 
will still be considered. 

A white paper announc¬ 
ing the decision states: 
“Grant for Business Invest¬ 
ment will cease with the 
closure of the agencies. 

The Department for Busi¬ 
ness, Innovation and Skills 
will, however, consider 
large scale cases on an 
exceptional basis.

Applying 
for home 
gets big 
shake-up 

THE application 
process for a council 
house in Dudley has 
been overhauled as 
part of an attempt to 
tackle the borough’s 
waiting lists. 

Changes include 
cutting the target time 
for processing applica¬ 
tions from eight weeks to 
two or three weeks by 
giving all new applicants 
an interview with a 
housing adviser rather 
than hand a form in. 

The authority also 
wants to cut the amount 
of time a house is empty 
when someone moves 
out. Under the new 
system applicants will be 
able to view a vacant 
property and the housing 
manager will explain any 
works that will be carried 
out prior to moving in. 

Currently applicants 
can view a property only 
once it is ready to move 
into. 

The waiting list for a 
council house in the 
Dudley borough stands 
at 7,677 - including 
existing tenants looking 
to transfer to a new prop¬ 
erty. That is up from 
7,098 last year. 

There are 353 larger 
houses occupied by a 
single person. 

Dudley Council says 
the aim of the review has 
been to find the most effi¬ 
cient way to help people 
find suitable housing. 

It is the latest in a 
series of changes to the 
system including the 
introduction of a lettings 
service in 2008 to adver¬ 
tise available properties 
from the council and 
other social landlords. 


Potholes 

reported 

ALMOST 2,300 reports 
of potholes were sent in 
to Dudley Council in the 
first 10 months of last 
year - nearly 900 more 
than the same period in 

2009. 

At the end of October, 

2010, the council had 
spent £1.036m of its 
£1.7million budget for 
pothole repairs and 
patching work done to 
roads across the borough. 
This works out to around 
£21 per square metre. 

The council’s highways 
department also received 
468 claims for compensa¬ 
tion compared with 305 
the year before. 

A report on Dudley 
Council website says the 
heavy snow at the start of 
last year affected the 
figures.

BROTHER and sister shopkeepers in 
Lye, near Stourbridge, have been 
ordered to pay more than £6,500 for a 
string of offences including leaving 
raw meat hanging above ready-to-eat 
salad. 

ParveenAkhtar, aged 31, and her brother 
Mohammed Nazabuth, 26, admitted food 
hygiene breaches when they appeared 
before Halesowen magistrates. 

Meat was discovered being hung above 
trays of salad in the walk-in chiller, posing 
a risk of contamination from dripping 
blood, the court heard. 

The pair, trading as Lye Discount Store, 
in High Street, Lye, pleaded guilty to 10 
joint offences. The charges were made fol¬ 


lowing an inspection of the store by Dudley 
Council’s environmental health officers in 
September 2009. 

They found that the owners failed to keep 
the food premises and equipment clean and 
in good repair and condition. Food was not 
protected from a risk of contamination, and 
refuse was not stored hygienically. The 
store also failed to set up a food safety man¬ 
agement system to combat infection risk. 

Protect 

The court heard that Akhtar, owner of the 
business, was absent for a period of time 
and had left her brother Mohammed Naz¬ 
abuth in charge. 

Nazubuth told the court that he did not 
understand what was required of him 


during his sister’s absence. The store has a 
butchery section and also sells food and 
grocery. 

Akhtar was fined £4,000 with £1,800 
costs and Nazabuth was fined £500 with 
£250 costs. The 10 charges they faced 
included failing to keep articles, fittings 
and equipment with which food comes into 
contact clean and in good repair and condi¬ 
tion. 

Dudley cabinet member Councillor David 
Stanley said: “This prosecution shows we 
have a legal duty to protect members of the 
public.”

Heart girl’s 
parents so 
grateful to 
school staff 

Her father Andy Page, aged 45, an IT 
manager, said: “What the school staff did in 
those four minutes saved her life.” 

Jasmine is now the first youngster to 
receive a heart transplant at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital. Medics decided it was 
safer to carry the transplant out in Birm¬ 
ingham, rather than at London’s Great 
Ormond Street Hospital. 

Jasmine, who was diagnosed with a 
complex heart condition at the age of three, 
was being given her daily medication by a 
teacher when she collapsed. He laid her on 
the floor, while a secretary rushed over to 
start heart massage with other members of 
her team. 

Jasmine was taken by ambulance to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, Dudley, and then to 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 

Jasmine, niece of television presenter 
Alison Hammond, went straight to the top 
of the transplant list because of her heart 
failure . 

Surprised 

Jasmine’s mother, Saundra, aged 44, 
said: “She now has two birthdays and a new 
lease of life.” 

The family were hoping that the young¬ 
ster would wake up within a couple of days 
of her operation after being sedated. 

Mr Page said: “When she comes round 
and we tell her she’s in Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital, she’s had a heart trans¬ 
plant, she’s going to be surprised and 
elated.” 

Keith Sorrell, Jasmine’s headteacher, 
said: “I am extremely proud of the response 
of my staff to this emergency.” 


A 12-YEAR-OLD girl has had a heart 
transplant after staff saved her life 
when she collapsed at her school in 
Halesowen. 

The parents of Jasmine Page, from Hale¬ 
sowen, today praised a senior teacher, sec¬ 
retary and other administration staff at 
Windsor High School, who used first aid 
training to massage her heart and keep her 
alive until an ambulance arrived.

Tribute to extrovert

Restoration 

Though he worked from 
home, the production and 
packaging of the chemicals 
was carried out at hubs in 
Lyng, West Bromwich and 
Gainsborough, Lincolnshire. 

Mr Morrell retired in 2001 
and devoted his time to 
hobbies and voluntary work. 


His time on the manage¬ 
ment committee at Woodfield 
Social and Sports Club in 
Woodfield Avenue saw him 
organise snooker tourna¬ 
ments and other events. 

Mr Morrell was also chair¬ 
man of Kinver Film Society 
for eight years and carried 
out restoration work on 
Kinver Edge. 

Mr Morrell, who also leaves 
a son, Peter, aged 42 and 
daughter Suzanne, 40, and

Region is ‘too reliant’ 
on public sector jobs 


THE West Midlands is still too reliant 
on the public sector for jobs and is 
spending too much on welfare, a survey 
has revealed. 

Economic recovery will be “unevenly 
spread” across the country according to 
research group Centre for Cities. 

The study revealed more than one in three 
jobs in private companies were provided in 
11 of Britain’s major cities — Birmingham, 
Bristol, Edinburgh, Glasgow, London, 
Sheffield, Nottingham, Liverpool, Manches¬ 
ter, Newcastle and Leeds. 

But Birmingham is among the 10 cities 
with the highest percentage of working age 
population without any formal qualifica¬ 
tions. The report says it is primarily due to 
the lack of graduate level jobs leading. And 


it is spending 26 per cent of what its economy 
makes on welfare - a total of £7bn a year or 
£3,041 per person. Only Glasgow and Liver¬ 
pool spends more on welfare per person. 

The Black Country now has a Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership and last week submitted 
four bids for a total of £20 million of funding 
to create or safeguard more than 11,000 jobs. 

They include a request for £2m from the 
government towards a £46.5m plan to revi¬ 
talise the Black Country Living Museum 
and Dudley Zoo in a combined project with 
Dudley Canals Trust, which will create 193 
jobs and provide new visitor arrival facili¬ 
ties. 

Alexandra Jones, chief executive of the 
Centre for Cities, said booming cities are the 
ones providing private sector jobs.

One of the men in the car had been asked 
by a drug dealer to get rid of the weapons, 
the court was told. 

But police began to follow the car when 


officers on routine patrol noticed the men 
inside acting suspiciously. 

Andrew Twist, aged 29, of Foxdale Drive, 
Brierley Hill, and Steven Mills, 31, of 
Marigold Crescent, Dudley were sentenced 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court last week. 

A third man Declan Phipps, 28, of Bank 
Street, Brierley Hill, was convicted of going 
equipped for a theft or burglary by a jury 
and was last jailed for 16 months the previ¬ 
ous week. The court heard the bag contain¬ 
ing two sawn-off shotguns had been thrown 
from a car being driven by Twist at the end 
of the high-speed chase in Brierley Hill. 
The bag had been found and a sawn-off 
12-bore Beretta shotgun 
and a partially reactivated 
12-bore Mossberg found 
inside. A glove belonging to 
Phipps was found in the car, 
the court heard. 

Judge John Warner jailed 
Twist for a total of three 
years and nine months for 
two counts of possession of a 
firearm and for three 
months to run concurrently 
for dangerous driving. He 
admitted the offences at an 
earlier hearing. 

Possession 

He was also sentenced to 
five years for an unrelated 
matter of possession with 
intent to supply heroin 
making his total jail time 
eight years and nine 
months. He had denied the 
heroin charge. 

Mills was jailed for 33 
months for the firearms 
offences and six months for 
an unrelated matter of 
taking a car. He had admit¬ 
ted the firearms offence and 
been convicted after a trial 
on the vehicle charge. He 
was also sentenced to an 
additional nine months for 
breaching a suspended sen¬ 
tence. 

Mr Philip Brunt, defend¬ 
ing Twist, said his client was 
acting on behalf of someone 
else.

Enthusiast to be light van man 
as a bit of history comes home 


VINTAGE bike enthusiast David 
Spruce is about to embark on an 18- 
month labour of love to restore a rare 
Wolverhampton-built three-wheeler 
light van to its former glory. 

David, from Stourbridge, travelled all 
the way to northern Scotland to rescue the 
dilapidated Stevens Light Commercial 
van and bring it ‘home’ to the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

The vehicle, which is basically a motorcycle at 
the front and van at the back, was made in 1932 
as the Stevens brothers attempted to get their 
Wolverhampton manufacturing business back 
on track following the collapse of their firm AJS 
the previous year. 

Depression 

The brothers’ business went into liquidation 
and was subsequently sold following the Wall 
Street Crash and the resulting depression. 

As a result they were unable to use the AJS 
name when they returned to manufacturing 
and the light van was badged as a Stevens 
Brothers vehicle. 

The Light Commercial was a successful 
product in its day with around 500 being made

Rescued from a Scottish barn, 
a piece of motoring history has 
now been returned to its roots.

are thought to be only around half a dozen 
similar vehicles remaining, with most in foreign 
ownership. 

So when self-employed lorry driver David, of 
Thicknall Drive, saw the rare Stevens on ebay 
he immediately made an offer of £1,000 for it. 

The owner wanted to hold out for more cash, 
however, and must have been disappointed 
when David won the auction with the price at a 
price of just over £400. 

He and a pal subsequently made a near 800- 
mile return trip to a remote farm near Brora to 
pick up the Stevens - only to find it was at the 
back of a barn and they couldn’t get it out. 

“It was in a terrible, shocking state when we 
found it and it seems that it had just lain there 
for nearly 60 years,” he said. 

“It was stuck at the back of the barn and we 
couldn’t get to it.” 

Eventually he was given permission to demol¬ 
ish part of the barn in order to remove the 
vintage vehicle. 

“The barn was due to be demolished anyway 
so I don’t think they minded too much. 


“The whole job took all afternoon - and then 
we thought we weren’t going to be able to get 
into our van but it just fitted in.” 

The Stevens is now in David’s workshop and 
he plans to start the restoration process by fab¬ 
ricating a new chassis. 

He has already had a stroke of luck in secur¬ 
ing a Stevens engine from a similar van of 
around that vintage. 

Friends 

He intends to do as much of the work as pos¬ 
sible and can draw on help from friends who are 
fellow members of the Vintage Motor Cycle 
Club. 

David, who is aged 43 and married, hopes to 
complete the restoration in time to show off the 
Stevens in the summer of 2012. 

In the meantime, he is trying to uncover more 
of the history of the light van - and what it was 
doing in northern Scotland. 

“We found a milk churn in the barn so we 
think it might have been an early milk float,” he 
said. 

When the restoration is complete the Stevens 
will look similar to another model which is cur¬ 
rently owned by the Black Country Living 
Museum. 

“They have already expressed an interest in it 
but they’ve already got one so I’ll be keeping this 
one for myself.”

FORMER-bus stands and a 
large retaining wall at Stour¬ 
bridge bus station have been 
reduced to rubble to await a 
£7 million replacement 
complex 

The debris will be crushed and 
re-used to form the base of the 
new building in Foster Street 
East. 

Work will start on the founda¬ 
tions for the new bus station in 
weeks once work is completed to 
replace the old subway. 

Lighting will also be improved 
during the project to create a 
“transport hub”, improving links 
between the bus station and 
Stourbridge Town rail station. 

Project manager Andy Robin¬ 
son, of construction firm Inter¬ 
serve, said the building work was 
on track to be completed by the 
end of the year. 

“The project is going well. We 
are just finishing all the demoli¬ 
tion and preparatory work before 
the main construction works 
begins.” 

Demand 

The Stourbridge Interchange, 
due to open in early 2012, will 
include a shop, improved con¬ 
course and electronic passenger 
timetable boards. CCTV, help 
points and a public address 
system will also be installed. 

A free shuttle bus service, 
which has been operating since 
the old station closed in October, 
has been extended due to 
popular demand. 

Around 300 people a day have 
been using the service, prompt¬ 
ing transport chiefs to extend it 
until April 23 when they will 
again look at numbers again to 
see if it is worth continuing. 

Temporary bus stops have 
been installed in Birmingham 
Street, High Street, Market 
Street and Parkfield Road. 

The shuttle bus operates 8am 
to 6pm, Monday to Saturday.

MORE than 400 reports of stray 
horses roaming the streets have been 
received by Dudley Council in just 
under a month, an increase that has 
been described as unprecedented by 
the authority. 

A total of 414 reports have been logged 
during January compared with 43 during 
the same month in 2010. 

It follows complaints about stray horses 
causing havoc by trampling gardens and 
running in front of cars on the Russells 
Hall estate and in Pensnett and Brierley 
Hill. 

St James’s ward councillor Malcolm 
Davis, who has received complaints from 
people living on the Russells Hall estate, 
said today he believed the surge in sight¬ 
ings was due to horse owners no longer 
being able to afford to keep their animals 
because of the credit crunch 

“People are fed up of these horses tram¬ 
pling their gardens and causing damage to 
their homes,” he said. 

“It is getting beyond a joke. We have 
more horses in Russells Hall than ever 
before. People can’t afford to keep and feed 
them.” 

Complaints 

Last Friday five horses were seen near 
the Asda store in Venture Way, Brierley 
Hill, while the day before a group of 10 
horses were grazing on a green off Orchard 
Street in Brockmoor. 

The same day, horses caused a nuisance 
as they wandered along Shakespeare 
Road, Tipton, holding up motorists and 
eating rubbish from bin bags. 

Walsall and Dudley councils have vowed 
to team up to tackle the issue following a 
barrage of complaints from residents. 

Dudley Council is also working with the 
RSPCA and police to find a long-term solu¬ 
tion. It currently pays an outside agency 
£20,400 a year to impound horses and in 
2009/10, a dozen were captured. 

Dudley Council spokesman Phil Parker 
said: “While we don’t have a reactive 
service we can direct our enforcement 
agency to take action to impound the 
horses as our ultimate sanction. 

“However, the problem of illegally 
grazing and stray horses has seen an 
unprecedented increase recently.”

THE legal battle to halt plans for a 
new mosque in Dudley has already 
cost taxpayers more than £58,000, 
new figures reveal. 

Meanwhile Muslim leaders have 
announced they will be scaling down 
their proposals for the building in Hall 
Street, near the town centre. 

The bill for legal fees between Feb¬ 
ruary 2007 and December 2010 
includes a battle at the High Court in 
July 2009. 

At that hearing, Dudley Council 
bosses unsuccessfully appealed 
against a decision by the Planning 
Inspectorate to grant the mosque 
project outline planning permission. 

Councillor Les Jones said the bill of 
£58,378.50 was one the council “could 
do without” ,but the legal action had 
been necessary. 

“We obviously don’t want to spend 
any more money than we have to and 
we are trying to minimise costs,” he 
said. 

“But when you take legal action, 
there will be a cost and unfortunately 
it is money that has no return.” 

Overturned 

Outline plans for the new mosque 
and community training and enter¬ 
prise centre were rejected by Dudley 
Council but overturned by the Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate in Bristol. A High 
Court judge overturned an appeal 
against the decision by Dudley Council 
but ruled the Dudley Muslim Associa¬ 
tion must submit a full planning appli¬ 
cation by July 2011. 

The council is now preparing a High 
Court case in a bid to buy back the land 
earmarked for the mosque, citing a 
clause in the land contract which 
meant the building had to be substan¬ 
tially completed by the end of 2008. 

Chairman of the Muslim association 
Kurshid Ahmed said: “The project is 
being downscaled but the final shape 
of the building has yet to be decided.” 

Almost 60,000 people have signed 
petitions opposing the mosque. 
Reasons given include concerns over 
traffic.

Gambler fails in 
bid to avoid US 
murder hearing 


A PROFESSIONAL 
gambler from Kiddermin¬ 
ster accused of killing his 
wife and dumping her body 
in an American national 
park will be extradited to 
the USA to stand trial. 

Marcus Bebb-Jones, who 
denies murdering his 31-year- 
old wife Sabrina in Colorado, 
could now face the death 
penalty, if convicted, after 
losing an appeal at London’s 
High Court. 

Home Office officials had 
ordered his extradition to the USA 
last year but the 47-year-old, of 
Merton Close, launched a legal 
challenge in a bid to block the 
process. 

Rejected 

But at the High Court last 
Thursday Bebb-Jones signed a 
consent order withdrawing his 
appeal. 

He later attempted to withdraw 
it but Lord Justice Gross and Mr 
Justice Davis rejected the applica¬ 
tion and formally dismissed his 
appeal. 

Potentially he faces the death 
penalty, or mandatory life impris¬ 
onment without parole, if con¬ 
victed. 

Bebb-Jones is well-known on 
the Midlands gambling circuit for 
winning thousands of pounds in 
poker tournaments. 

He ran a hotel in Grand Junc¬ 
tion, Colorado, with his wife before 
her disappearance in 1997. Her 
skull was found in 2004 by which 
time Bebb-Jones had returned to

FUNDING for old-style 
speed cameras in the West 
Midlands should be axed, 
council chiefs have ruled. 
Police had wanted about 
£750,000 for the “wet film” 
cameras. 

This funding is now to be scrapped 
by the region’s councils. 

Instead, arecommended£500,000 
will be re-invested in newer systems 
such as mobile patrols and radar 
signs that flash up warnings. 

The move marks the beginning of 
the end for old-style cameras across 
the region. Councils have ruled out 
paying an estimated £1.2million bill 
for replacing them all with newer 
models. 

Police want to cut the cost of 
running the region’s 304 cameras, 
86 of which are already dummies. 

Accidents 

Only three cameras in Wolver¬ 
hampton and 34 regionally are fre¬ 
quently used at present, with 
operating times limited to 15 days a 
month. 

The West Midlands Joint Com¬ 
mittee, a body of senior councillors 
from across the region, agreed to 
withdraw funding last week. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird, 
stand-in chairman for the commit¬ 
tee, said: “The cameras we have are 
rapidly becoming obsolete. 

“The estimate of £ 1.2m to replace 
them is money we do not have. There 
are better ways to reduce accidents 
on roads, more modern methods.”

WELCOMBE by name and welcoming by 
nature, the Menzies Welcombe Hotel, Spa 
and Golf Club on the outskirts of Stratford- 
upon-Avon is an ideal refuge in which to 
recover from the rigours of winter. 

One of Warwickshire's premier hotels 
since the 1930s, the Menzies Welcombe 
has the traditional comforts of a country 
house hotel, including huge sofas in an oak 
panelled lounge warmed by a roaring log 
fire in a huge marble fireplace, fine food and 
drink and attentive service. 

It combines this with a sparkling 
purpose-built spa and an 18-hole champi¬ 
onship golf course within the surrounding 
157 acres of parkland. 

Not only is it a prime location in Shake¬ 
speare country, it actually was Shakespeare 
country as some of the land was once 
owned by the Bard himself. 

The Jacobean style mansion was built in 
the Victorian era for Manchester industrial¬ 
ist and politician Mark Phillips, who is com¬ 
memorated by a massive obelisk on a 
nearby hill, and it was later the home of 
brewer Sir Archibald Flower.

Menzies Hotels bought the property in 
2003, restoring the ornate Italian garden 
and building the impressive spa. The spa 
facilities, which are free to hotel residents, 
include an indoor swimming pool, open-air 
vitality pool, heated loungers, foot spas and 
a range of 'thermal experience' rooms 
including a Finnish sauna, steam and cool 
rooms, ice fountain and storm showers to 
invigorate. 

Pamper 

A selection of Clarins, Elemis and 
Gerard's treatment rooms offer a range of 
therapies and treatments, including mas¬ 
sages and facials, available for an additional 
charge for those needing a little pamper 
time. 

The more active can use the state-of-the- 
art gymnasium, aerobics studio and all- 
weather tennis courts, or head out on the 
18-hole par 70 golf course which once 
hosted the European Seniors Tour. 

If you want to get out and about, Stratford 
is only three minutes’ drive away with its 
impressive new theatre complex for the 
Royal Shakespeare Company and historic 


houses with Shakespeare connections, plus 
probably the best array of shops in War¬ 
wickshire. 

All this will develop an appetite. The 
hotel's Trevelyan restaurant (named after 
another previous owner, statesman Sir 
George Trevelyan) has two AA rosettes and 
head chef Robin Smith creates delicious 
dishes using traditional British ingredients. 
During my visit he created a twist on rice 
pudding involving apricots and caramel that 
was divine. There is an extensive wine list. 

The hotel is a popular wedding venue and 
will be holding its annual Wedding Fayre on 
the afternoon of Sunday, February 27 (call 
01789 413826). 

The Menzies Welcombe is offering a 
winter chill-out deal until March on Friday 
and Sunday nights, with an overnight stay 
and a three course dinner, bed and break¬ 
fast for £60 per person.

Otherwise, prices start from £105 per 
night for a standard room or from £205 for a 
room with a four poster bed.

A CARER has hit back at 
Sandwell Council claiming 
they never apologised for 
withdrawing a £11,500 grant 
he used to look after his 
severely disabled wife. 

But the council has now prom¬ 
ised to reimburse him for out-of- 
pocket expenses incurred 
because the authority took a U- 
turn on his application. 

Des Brown, of Tipton, said he 
was left out of pocket when 
Sandwell Council cancelled the 
grant application on October 1, 
last year, the day the money was 
due to go into his account. 

The 62-year old needed the 
money to help look after his wife 
Sharmon, who he has cared for 
full-time for the past 19 years. 

But council officers visited his 
apartment, in High Street, and 
informed him and his wife, who 
suffers with deafness, asthma, 
diabetes and a hip problem, that 
there had been an “error”. 

Back in 2009, Sandwell 
Council told Mr Brown he was 
eligible for the grant. However, a 
council official told Mr Brown 
that he should have never been 
offered the grant in the first place 
and that he was not eligible 
because he lives in an apartment 


where residents can call of the 
council’s own carers for extra 
support, free-of-charge. 

The money, which would have 
been in addition to his £43 per 
week carer’s allowance, was bud¬ 
geted by Mr Brown to help pay 
for services such as cleaning, 
cooking and escorting his 53- 
year-old wife to her hospital 
appointments. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for adult social care 
Councillor Linda Horton said: 
“We have apologised to Mr 
Brown and a senior manager has 
been out to see him and has lis¬ 
tened to his complaint. 

Evidence 

“We are now waiting for Mr 
Brown to provide the council 
with evidence of payments he has 
made for his wife’s care, which we 
feel is a reasonable thing to ask 
him to do. 

“Once we receive evidence that 
he has paid for that care, we will 
be happy to reimburse him for 
any out of pocket costs that have 
arisen by him paying for that 
care.” 

Last year Cllr Horton said 
there had been a genuine human 
error adding that a reimburse¬ 
ment would “ensure Mr Brown 


was no worse off and that his 
wifes needs were already being 
met by the accommodation and 
support provided by the extra 
care housing scheme.” 

However, Mr Brown who said 
his wife’s condition has worsened 
in the last two years, claims that 
they are still awaiting a reply 
from the council. 

He also said he believed that 
the council’s lack of understand¬ 
ing has caused a lot of distress for 
his wife. 

Mr Brown claimed: “I have had 
no response from the council in 
the way of an apology or reim¬ 
bursement and I certainly 
haven’t received a visitor from 
senior management. 

“We have been hugely let down 
by the council and the longer this 
goes on the angrier I am getting 
with them and their lack of care. 

“And as for saying there is free 
support where we live, this is 
ridiculous because any services 
you require you have to pay for, 
so obviously we have never used 
them because we can’t afford it.” 

The council have caused us an 
endless amount of heartache and 
although I have receipts for 
everything I refuse to give them 
the evidence until they apolo¬ 
gise.”

Hopes for the Budget and new 
penalty powers for teachers 


I KNOW high petrol and diesel prices are a huge 
burden for Dudley families. World oil prices and 
Labour’s fuel duty rises have had a big impact. 

Everyone knows the new Government faces a situa¬ 
tion where the country’s run out of money and difficult 
decisions have to be made. 

So ministers are examining options, including a fair 
fuel stabiliser, and the Government will take its deci¬ 
sion in the Budget on March 23.1 hope that the Budget 
will contain measures to help hard-working families in 
Dudley with rising costs, including those at the pumps. 

Whilst the Treasury is working on the budget, two 
more important Bills are being steered through Parlia¬ 
ment by the coalition; our Education Bill and Health 
and Social Care Bill. 

Starting with the Education Bill, this Government 
backs teachers. All the evidence from those countries 
with great education systems tells us that nothing is 
more important than attrac - 
ting great people into teaching, 
and supporting them in the 
classroom. 

Under the last Government, 
thousands of great people left 
the teaching profession 
because behaviour was out of 
control and they were forced to 
spend far too much time on 
paperwork. That’s why we’re 
taking action to restore disci¬ 
pline and reduce bureaucracy. 

Teachers will be free to 
impose the penalties they need 
to keep order. And free from the 
red tape which swallows up 
teaching time.

The Bill aims to restore disci¬ 
pline, reducing bureaucracy, 
support the most disadvan¬ 
taged children at the very start, 
measure ourselves against the 
world’s best, drive forward the 
academies programme, ratio¬ 
nalise post-16 learning and 
introduce crucial reforms to 
higher education. 

All of this is needed because 
of problems in the education 
system which are preventing 
all children from receiving an 
excellent education, including: 

k High levels of abuse and 
assault by pupils. Every school 
day, nearly 1,000 children are 
excluded from school for abuse 


and assault against staff and 
fellow pupils. Major assaults on 
staff have reached a five-year 
high, with 44 staff members 
having to be rushed to hospital 
with serious injuries. 

• Bad behaviour driving 
away talent. Two thirds of 
teachers say bad behaviour is 
driving professionals out of the 
classroom. Amongst under¬ 
graduates considering becom¬ 
ing teachers, the most common 
reason for pursuing another 
profession is the fear of not 
being safe in school. 

• A quarter of staff have 
faced false allegations. A 
survey for the Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers showed 
that a quarter of school staff 
have had a false allegation 
made against them by a pupil, 
and one in six have had an alle¬ 
gation made by a member of a 
pupil’s family. 

• Labour’s guidance bom¬ 
bardment. In their last year in 
office, Labour sent schools 
almost 5,000 pages, or 1.6 
million words, of guidance and 
information. This was the 
equivalent of reading the King 
James Bible cover to cover 
twice. No teacher has the time, 
will or energy to do this. The 
coalition has reduced the 
amount of information and 


guidance sent directly to heads 
by 94 per cent. 

• Labour failed on social 
mobility. In the last year for 
which figures are available, 
only 40 pupils made it to 
Oxbridge out of the 80,000 
pupils eligible for free school 
meals when they were agedl6. 

• Disadvantaged children 
already well behind by the age 
of seven. The latest Key Stage 1 
results show that children from 
disadvantaged backgrounds 
are more than twice as likely to 
fall short of the expected stan¬ 
dard in reading and writing as 
their peers. 

• Labour failed on stan¬ 
dards. Under Labour, schools 
in England plummeted down 
the international league tables. 
The OECD found that between 
2000 and 2009, England fell 
from 7th to 25th in reading, 8th 
to 28th in maths, and 4th to 
16th in science. 

• Small minority of 16 year- 
olds passed GCSEs in core aca¬ 
demic subjects under Labour. 
In 2009-10, just 15.6 per cent of 
GCSE pupils achieved A*-C 
grades in the combination of 
core academic subjects which 
make up the English Baccalau¬ 
reate (EBacc). Only 22.0 per 
cent of pupils were entered for 
exams in those subjects. The 


situation is even more concern¬ 
ing for pupils on free school 
meals, with less than four per 
cent achieving the EBacc. 

• Soaring numbers taking 
non-academic qualifications. 
Since 2004, there has been a 
3,800 per cent increase in the 
number of non-academic quali¬ 
fications awarded in schools. 

So the Government has 
enabled more academies to 
open in eight months than 
Labour achieved in 13 years. In 
fact, the number of academies 
has more than doubled since 
the coalition came to power. A 
further 254 schools have 
applied to become academies. 

The Government has also 
introduced the Health and 
Social Care Bill to modernise 
the NHS and give every patient 
the best chance of surviving a 
serious illness and the best 
quality of life if they have a 
long-term condition. 

Saved 

We want the NHS to be there 
for everyone, free-of-charge, 
and based on need and not 
ability to pay. That is why we 
are increasing spending on the 
NHS above inflation year after 
year — something that Labour 
opposed.

A DEVASTATING Taliban bomb blast blinded him and left him 
fighting for his life. But Black Country soldier Paul Jacobs,

WALKERS and birdwatchers say access 
to “magnificent” views and nature will be 
lost if a public footpath at a Halesowen 
beauty spot is closed to make way for a 
new cricket club. 

Residents launched their fight at a public inquiry. 
They want to save the path in Coombes Wood Green 
Wedge and stop another one being diverted. The 
plans are part of a development by St Modwen to 
build a new ground for Coombes Wood Cricket Club. 

But campaigners say 
the area would be ruined 
for visitors. 

John Ebrey, a surveyor 
for the British Trust for 
Ornithology, told the 
inquiry: “These two 
paths have facilitated 
the enjoyment of 
walkers for at least 90 
years.” 

He said skylarks 
nested near to the paths 
and would not be seen 
from the diverted route. 

Mr Ebrey and fellow 
residents including 
Halesowen North Coun¬ 
cillor Jeff Hill confronted 
developers at the inquiry 
at Dudley Council House 
last week. 

Effects 

But Sarah Clover, for 
Dudley Council, said: 
“Many of the objections 
are centred around con¬ 
cerns about the effects of 
the development itself 
rather than the loss of 
the footpaths.” 

Council engineer 
David Jacobs said the 
diversion would add 10 
minutes to a journey but 
the new path would be 
easier to walk on. 

Planning permission 
was granted for the 
sports facility in Septem¬ 
ber 2009. The inquiry 
decision will be made 
within nine weeks.

Adele’s 21 has lots of soul 


ADELE-21 (XL) 

TWO years on from her hit 
debut 19 and, as well as 
the key to the door, Adele

Funny Girl proved a sad final stage bow for Sheila 


SHEILA Steafel, like most 
actresses of a certain age, has 
melted away from our TV 
screens, which is a shame 
because she was one of the 
most gifted comic character 
actresses of the 1960s and 
70s. 

Even in her autobiography 
When Harry Met Sheila (Apex, 
hardback, £12.99) she shares 
billing with her former 
husband of six years, the late 


Steptoe And Son actor Harry 
H Corbett. This is no great 
work of showiz history but 
Sheila is engagingly honest, 
both about her unhappy child¬ 
hood in apartheid-era South 
Africa and her relationship 
with Harry H. 

There are lots of anecdotes 
from the golden age of British 
TV in the 1960s when Sheila 
had roles in such pioneering 
shows as David Frost’s Frost 


Book 


Over England in 1966 with 
John Cleese and Ronnies 
Barker and Corbett and in 
dramas ranging from Z Cars to 
The Prisoner. Those in their 
40s may remember her as the 
White Lady in children’s TV 
series The Ghosts of Motley 
Hall, though perhaps her 
finest TV moments were as 
Miss Popsy Wopsy, the aspir¬ 


ing music hall star of The 
Good Old Days. 

She had character roles 
with the Royal Shakespeare 
Company and one-woman 
shows during the 1980s and 
90s but seems to have blown 
her chances of returning to 
screens via the BBC with a few 
ill-timed diva strops. 

Her last role on stage was 
as Mrs Brice in the 2008 
Chichester Festival revival of 


the musical Funny Girl. She 
now regrets saying that if it 
was the last work she ever did 
it would have been worth it... 
she hasn’t had a major acting 
job since. “I only wish that 
Whoever is Up There hadn’t 
taken me quite so literally!” 

The book features a warm¬ 
hearted introduction from 
Claire Rayner, written shortly 
before her death last year.

Audiobook 


WRITER, broadcaster and histo¬ 
rian Bill Bryson is good 
company, which makes his 
latest audiobook an experience 
like listening to an entertaining 
and informative friend. 

The Anglophile American, 
who first moved to England in 
1977, has written books on his 
travels and a hugely popular 
science book, A Short History of 
Nearly Everything. 

But he turns his attention 
closer to home, indeed his own, 
in At Home: A Short History of 
Private Life (£14.99, Random 
House Audiobooks). 

Moving from room to room 
and looking at everyday objects, 
he uncovers the extraordinary in 
the ordinary. 

Each room or object is the 
starting point for an exploration 
of history and human ingenuity, 
the who-why-when-and-where 
of how the modern home came 
to be, which, naturally, also 
teaches us a lot about how 
people used to live in the past. 

The surprises come thick and 
fast and will supply the listener 
with an endless store of did-you- 
know anecdotes. 

The book, even in an abridged 
form, takes six hours for Bryson

to read over five CDs. Thankfully, 
it remains consistently interest¬ 
ing and his warm midwestern 
tone is easy on the ear. 

Less easy on the ear is the

adverts. It’s thin stuff even for an 
hour-long CD, a mildy amusing 
explanation of how the meerkats 
came from Africa to old Russia.

Showstopper! The Improvised Musical 

Arena Theatre 

LIVING on their wits, the Showstopper ensemble 
never perform the same show twice. This fast-think¬ 
ing, highly-talented group create a musical on the 
spot from suggestions shouted by the audience. 

This makes for a unique and exciting experience 
with the audience an integral part of the process. 

It’s like a Whose Line Is It Anyway sketch but mas¬ 
sively expanded and given a West End flavour. 

Showstopper recently made the transition to BBC 
Radio 4’s 6.30 comedy slot on Wednesdays, and the 
Wolverhampton audience came prepared with 
ideas at this one-nighter on Friday. 

Six actor/singers were accompanied by a key¬ 
boardist and, with only a few props, had to create 
magic from the combination of title, location, era 
and musical theatre styles. These were chosen by 
narrator, Sean McCann, from audience sugges¬ 
tions. He certainly put the actors through their paces 
with increasingly bizarre stage directions. 

So, largely due to audience member Geoff, we 
saw the 90-minute musical An Afternoon On A Ship 
about a cruise ship sailing from Dudley Port to 
Bermuda, where love blossoms between sailor Trey 
(Oliver Senton) and Black Country housewife Louise 
(brilliant Pippa Evans) despite the presence of her 
cross-dressing husband Peter (Andrew Pugsley), 
one half of cabaret cruise act Foxfire. Throw into the 
mix a singing waxwork Chinaman and a kung fu 
fighting dog, and you see just how surreal it got. But 
the song styles remained spot on, with the Phantom 
of the Opera and Les Miserables pastiches being 
real showstoppers. Leon Burakowski 

Milton Jones. Wolverhampton Civic Hall 

SHARP, quick-witted, erudite, haphazard, surreal, 
endearing. All these are true of comics’ comic Milton 
Jones, who gave his audience a night to remember 
with his off-beat, unorthodox humour. 

In fact, this was two Miltons for the price of one, 
with the first support act being his ‘granddad’, a 
delightful 15-minute ditty covering an alternative 
view of important moments in history set the stan¬ 
dard, detailing such events as the world’s first 
weather report and how Mozart actually met a grisly 
and untimely death. 

Don’t be fooled by the silly shirts or ridiculous hair; 
Jones is as clever as they come and handles audi¬ 
ence banter with aplomb, seemingly armed with 
killer lines for every eventuality throw at him. 

The influences of Tommy Cooper and Ronnie 
Barker are evident but this is a comedian who puts 
his own indelible mark on the comedy circuit, 
dishing out fast-paced one-liners better than 
anyone, usually laced with charming word play. 

No joke is more than a few lines long and the sub¬ 
jects covered during an exuberant 80-minute set are 
too many to list, but not once does he reduce 
himself to swearing or toilet humour. As every good 
comedian does, he leaves the audience wanting 
more; at this rate we’ll all be seeing a lot more of him.
